tin. -Â made the-detachment of General Min 
na’s troops, in the valley of Bastan, advance 
on the same day upon -Baygorey and Bidar 
Tay; afd the direct communication of the 
enemy with St.-Jcan Pied de Port being cut 
off by Lieutenant General Sir R. Hill, that 
‘fort has been blockaded by the Spanish troops 
aboveementioned, ‘On the following ‘merue 
ing, the kôth, the troops ‘ander Lieutenant 
‘General Sir Rowland Hill-contiaued the par. 
suit of the enemy, who had retired to a strong 
position ín front of Garrie, where General 
Harispe was joined by General Paris’s divi. 
sion, which has been recalled from the-march 
it had commenced for the interior of France, 
and by other troops from the enemy’s Centre. 
Gen. Murillo’s Spanish division, after driving 
in the enemy’s advanced posts, was ordered 
to move towards St. Palais; by a ridge.pa. 
tallel to that on which was the enemy’s posia

Honourable Colonel O’Callaghan, in Major. 
General Pringles brigade, 

The Major-General, and Lieatenant.Colo. 
nel Bruce, of the 39th, were unfortunately 
wounded: we took ten officers, and about 
two hundred prisoners. 

The right of the centre of the army made a 
corresponding movement with the right on 
these days, and our posts were on the Bid. 
ouze River on the evening of the 15th. 

The enemy retired across the river at St, 
Palais in the uight, destroying the bridges, 
which however were repaired, so that the 
troops under Îsieutencant.General Sir Row. 
land Klill cressed en the K6th5 and on the 
17th the enemy were driven across the Gave 
de Mouleon. They attempted to destroy the 
bridge at Arriverete, but they had not time 
to cumplete its destruction; and a ford '‘kave 
ing been discovered above the bridge, the 92d 
regiment, under the command of Lieat. Co- 
lonel Cameron, supported by the fire of Cap- 
tain Beane’s troop of horse artillery, crossed 
the ford, and made a most galtant attack 
upon two battalions of French infantry post- 
ed in the village, from which the latter were 
The enemy re- 
tired in the night across the Gave d’Oleron, 
aud took up a strong position in the neigh- 
bourhood of Sauveterre, to which they were 
joined by other troops. On the 18th our 
posts were established on the Gave d’Oleron. 

In all the actions which l have above de- 
tailed to yanr Lordshij, the troops have cot- 
ducted themselves remarkably well; and Ï 
had great satisfactien in observing the good 
conduct of those under General Murillo, in 
the attark of Hellete, on the 14th, and in 
driving mm the enemy’s advanced posts in front 
of their position, at Garris, on the 15th. 
Since the 14th, the enemy have considerably 
weâkened their force in Bayonnes and they 
have withdrawn from the right of the Adour, 
abovethetown. Ihavereêeived nointelligence 
from Catalonia since L addressed your Lord- 
ship last; but Lharathis day reccived a re- 
port from the Governor “of Pamplona, sta- 
ing that the fort of Jaca had surrendered to 
General Mina by capitutation, on the 17th 
instant, Iam not acquainted with the partie 
culars of this event, but [ know that the 
place contained eighty-four pieces of brass 
Cannon.

My Lorde-Troyes is again occupied by 
the Allies. The defeat of the enemy yester- 
day, the rapidity with which he was driven 
from all the pasitions defending the approach 
of this town, secured us the unopposed pose 
session of the place. Ì stated to your Lords 
ship, in my last dispatch, that, after several 
unsuccessfui affairs with the rear guard of the 
French army, General Frimont had establishe 
ed his headquarters at Vandoeuvre. The 
Prince Royal of Wurtemberg pursued the ad- 
vantages he had obtained’ over the corps of 
Marshal Maedouald, at La Ferte and Ctair« 
vaux, on the 28th, took possession of Bare. 
sur„Seine on the Ist, and followed the retrcat 
of the enemy to La Maisen Blanche on the 2d. 
By a reconnoisssuce made on that day it was

ascertained the French army was în position 
along the Bärce, on the right of the Seine, 
and at ‘La Maison Blanche, on :the left of it. 
Prince Schwartzenberg determined: to. attack 
on the 3d. The corps of, General Wittgense 
tein was-directed to Piney to turn the: left of 
the enemy at the village of Lanbrussel, aud to 
“hreaten his communication with Troyes, by 
“marching in the direction of St. Parre.

Eugene of Wurtemburg (who cemmanded.one 
of its divisious) immediately commenced the 
attack, by moving along the heights towards 
Lanbrussel, driving the enemy before him, 
and at last by storming aud carryiag the vibe 
lage. General Wittgenstein supported this 
attack ‘by all the artillery of his corps. 
Count Pahlen, upon the right, began already 
to threaten the enemy’s rear. At this mo, 
ment Prince Schwartzenberg directed five bate 
talions of Bavarians to pass ‘the Barce near 
Courteranges, “establish themselves in the 
wood on the right of that river, and place 
themselves in commutitätion With the Rus. 
sians at Lanbrussel.  The-movement was im. 
mediately carried into execution. General 
Wrede then:stormed the bridge of La Guile 
louêre, drove the encmy fcan it with loss, 
and thus carried the whole. of his. position. 
Threatened on every side, Marshal ‘Oudinot 
retired his army along the road ‘towards 
Troyes. Several successful charges were made. 
upon him in his retreat, by the cavalry of 
General Wittgenstein. Ten pieces of cannon, 
ffty.four oficers, and three thousand prison. 
ers, are the results of the action. The ene. 
my was driven to the village of St. Parve; 
his rear-guard only remained there, the rest 
of his force defiled during the night through 
this town.s-At rine o'clock this morning, 
Gen. Wrede advanced upon the enèmy, who 
retired, and upon being summoned to sarren. 
der this place, capitulated, on being allowed 
half an hour to eracuate it. Prince Schwarte 
zenberg, as soon as the stipnlated time was 
passed, directed all the cavalry to pursue upon 
the road towards Nogeut. The Cossacks and 
Bavartans made several most gallant charges; 
Prince Schartzenberg himself conducted their 
advance, which was done with great spirit 
end activity, Several prisoners were the 
resuit of the affairs; the enemy was driven 
beyoud Les Greys. The Prince Royal of 
Wurtemberg carried the position of La Mai. 
son Blanch, with Llittte opposition, His 
curps ís already mm the neighbourhood uf this 
place; his cavalry is upon the road to Sous. 
It is most gratifying te me to have to report 
to your Lordship, the sutcesses of the traops 
under the orders of Prince Schwartzenberg.
